versity while losing to such schools 
brings discredit and lowering of the 
university’s prestige. It must not be 
forgotten that from the athletic stand- 
point this university has no greater 
power than a small co-educatlonal col- 
lege of perhaps four hundred students 
without gy m nas i u m , athletic field, or 
director, while it has the prestige of 
a large and respected university at 
stake in such contests. V 

5. The lack of a paid athletic di- 
rector, devoting all of his time to the 
work, makes efficient training and 
management and adequate supervis- 
sion impossible. I respectfully sub- 
mit, that, generally speaking, student 
management of athletic teams in this 
university has not been such a suc- 
cess as to warrant its continuance. 

4. The absence of an athletic field 
and gymnasium greatly interferes 
with effective athletic practice and the 
holding of games, and still further 
weakens the efficiency of the small 
amount of student material avail- 
able. 

6. In view of the above circum- 
stances, the only method of securing 
strong teams is to procure players by 
giving them financial aid while clos- 
ing the university's eyes to their 
scholastic record and primary purpose 
in attending the university. This is 
unthinkable and reprehensible in the 
eyes of those educational institutions 
whose good opinion we covet, and 
might lead either to fraud in con- 
cealing the facts or to certain sever- 
ance of athletic relations with Insti- 
tutions with which we might most de- 
sire to hold athletic contests. 

6. Experience has shown that weak 
teams will not command sufficient 
support from the students or pat- 
ronage from tre public to meet ex- 
penses. This leads to the grave evil 
of continual indebtedness such as the 
Athletic Association has been under 
during the past several years. A 
few sporadic attemps at athletic in 
the past three years in the form of 
indoor track meets and basketball 
games have considerably increased 
rather than reduced the debt and 
simply show that the athletics of which 
we are honestly capable does not pay 
financially nor bring credit to the uni- 
versity or its students. These unpaid 
debts constantly reflect discredit upon 
the university. 

Like discredit may also come when- 
ever someone is allowed to conduct a 
track meet or manage a team in the 
name of the university while bearing 
the financial responsibility upon his 
own shoulders. The university’s name 
should never be attached to any en- 
terprise over which it does not have 
control and debts contracted in such 
contests bring as great reproach upon 
the university in the eyes of many as 
though there were legal responsibility 
attached. 

These suggestions are not intended 
to offer any restrictions upon Inter- 
Base or inter-fraternity contests 
while carried on as such between uni- 
versity organisations. 

The existing debt. It is suggested, 
should be assumed and paid by the 
university and the Athletic Associa- 
tion abolished. 

The writer is not one who is op- 
posed to collegiate and inter-collegi- 
ate athletics under the conditions 
found in most educational institutions 
He believes that sound, well-conducted 
and well-supported athletics is dis- 
tinctly worth while. But it must be 
recognised that conditions which vit- 
ally affect athletics are far different 
hen from what they are in most edu- 
cational Institutions. Unless well 
conducted and well supported, athle- 
Uesnmy cause more harm than good.
